'While you're 
drinking tlfat I'll 


drink tail," said James J. Mitts to 
his wife, as he pulled a two-ounce 
bottle' of carbolic add out of his pock 
et and took the cork from it Suiting 
hla actions to hla words, he placed 
the bottle to his iipa and gulped down 
the contents yesterday afternoon and 
tiled half an hour* Inter. Ilia mouth 
-was terribly burned, hut only one 
little black streak marred hia face 
where a tiny stream of tho poison ee 
caped from hla mouth 
*• 


Mitts had been drinking, very heav 
ily lately and was only released from 
the1 police station yesterday morning 
He was arrested Wednesday night for 
drunkenness and given a hearing on 
Thursday morning Hla condition was 
deplorable, his Imbibing having made 
him very sick and nervous 
Burgess 


Solsson, however, thought that it was 
best to detain him a while, and he 
waa kept In jail until Friday mom 
ing, when after having worked about 
the building and apparently recover- 
ed from the effects of his last spree 
he was released and, promised to go 
home Immediately. 


Before doing BO, lie arcamulatad 


enough to partially intoxicate him 
mid took this with him to his home 
at Wheeler. His wife received him 
Mildly, and upon learning that he had 
a ]>int of whisky with him, endeavored 
to hftve him give it to her. He sat 
down on the-b»ck,.steps o'f his home 
and- tbe two conversed 'for a while, 
when sBe'asked him-to give her the 
bottle to get a drink of it. He appar- 
ently kn«w that.»he> wanted to take 
it away from him altogether, but fin 
ally handed it over In a pleasant man 
nor after she remarked that ehe 
would like to have a drink of It, 


Sh» took the cork out of the bottle 


and was about ready to empty It when 
Mitts remarked rather sadly: "'While 
you are drinking that I'll drink this 
In. a moment and before Mrs Mitts 
could interfere the bottle was empty 
and the soul of Mitts was on Its way 
to eternity. Dr J C. McClenathan 
was called, but the man was, pasfall 
human aid, when he arrived. 


James J. Mitts was the son of Mr. 


and Mrs. John Mitts ot Versailles 
His father Is one of ihe oldest men in 
the Baltimore & OSlo service and for 
years has keen running the Versailles 
accomodatlon. James Mitts was 38 
years old and learned bis trade as a 
machinist in the Baltimore & Ohio 
shops 
He bore the reputation of be- 


ing one of the best machinists at the 
trade and for years waa a steady con- 
scientious workman, never missing a 
day and always performing his work 
in a faithful 
manner. 
About ten 


years ago he met with an accident in 
the Baltimore tc. Ohio yards when he 
was struck by the Duquesne Limited 
His arms were Injured in this acci- 
dent and the great strength ot these 
members was weakened so much that 
he could, not continue at his trade 
This aocldent marred his life and from 
that time on he was compelled to seek 
other occupations which were harder 
for him to perform and at which the 
pay was much less. Fiequently he 
would he out of work and from being 
a steady going hard toller he drifted 
about and finally began going on long 
sprees which continued to grow until 
at the time of hla death his health 
was broken He made many efforts in 
the past few years to keep away 
from the. habit and would frequently 
wtay sober and. upright for months, 
then suddenly fall from grace. As 
many times as he appeared before the 
Burgess he never denied that he had 
been drinking and usually made an 
effort to try to do better. Recently 
ills drinking made him ao weak and 
ill thai he 'became despondent. His 
only fnalt seemed to he his imbibing, 
tnd everyone always had a good word 
,u say for him and always spoke 
highly of his ability as a mechanic. 


He U survived by his widow and 


five children, four sisters and five 
half sisters 
The funeral will take 


place Sunday eJfternon at 
So'clock 


with interment in Chestnut Hill ceme- 
tery
